24 —The Mcond 
day of Caleb Powers’ trial wa. devoted 
to the examination of Wharton Golden, 
who made good every claim made by 
the prosecution and told a roost sensa- 
tional story. So strong was hi. testi- 
mony that hardly a reasonable doubt is 
left of the guilt of the defendant and 
of John Powers, Culton, W. S. Taylor. 
"Tallow Dick" Comb, and others. In 
brief. Golden said that the Powers | 
brothers, who had always been hi. close , 
friends, were In charge of the work of 
asMmbilng and brlnglcg to Frankfort 
the mountain tqpb of 1.200 desperate 
men. that Powers’ Instructions were to 
get “regular mountain feudists" and 
that the purpoM was to rush Into the 
Senate chamber or the Legislative ball 
during a joint session and kill Goebel 
and enough democrats to leave a re- 
publican majority. Recelpu for money 
aggregating about ll«0 were produced, 
signed by county leaders, who got the 
money from Golden to help pay the ex- 
penses of the Invading army. After 
the mountaineers got to Frankfort, It 
was decided by Caleb Powers.

Such defiance la not the demeanor of 
Innocence, but of guilt, that iblnka the 
charge can not be proven. .Aaron Burr 
waa never convicted, but in guilt and 
Infamy hla name ever aince 1N07, baa 
been linked by the fettera of Indigna- 
tion, with that of Benedict Arnold now 
recurring to Taylor and hla conferee. 

A man can be principal In two de 
greea. Principal in the flrat degree la 
be who la the actor or abaolule perpe- 
trator of the crime. Principal In the 
aecond degree la he who la prcaent,ald- 
ing and abetting the fact to be done 
An ao'eaaory before the fact la ha who 
being absent at the time the fact la 
committed, doth yet procure, counael 
or command another to commit a crime. 
An ai'ceaaory after the fact, la he who, 
knowing a crime to have been commit- 
ted, doth yet receive, relieve, comfort j 
or aaalat the felon. Here we have a | 
horde of felona, quadruply guilty. Some | 
guilty aa prlnclpala In the Qrat degree, ; 
many guilty In aecond degree and near-i 
ly all guilty aa accoaorlea before and af- 1 , 
ter the fact. Furnishing a felon with ; 
a borae, money, dlaguise of any meant 
to escape punlabroent, makes the party 
guilty aa acceaaory after the fact. Let 
ua have a due enforcemeut of the law,'^. 
Let no guilty mao escape. 1 1 

It is not necessary now to flee to a 
foreign shore. The guilty asaaMios 
would Add a secure asylum amid the 
green mountains of Vertnonl, the pic- 
turesque scenery of the Hudson, the 
pine forests of Maine, the smoky fur- 
naces of Pennsylvania, or on the placid 
bosom of the Bay of New York as well 
as the awamps of Indiana. The gov- 
ernors of those five Stales have pio- 
clalmed this fact to an astonished j 
world.

In one State fleeing to another shall be .

shielding conspirators, murderers and : 
assassins. The Indiana governor la no 
descendant of the gallant Virginians, { 
who emigrated to that State in pioneer . 
days, but more probably a direct de- 
scendant of tbe Indiana regiment i 
which at tbe battle of Buena Vista 
came wildly retreating through the , 
ranks of Jeff Davis’ gallant Mlsslsaip- 
plaoB, and exposing them to that most 
demoralizing situation of having re- 
treating men rushing through tbe 
ranks, but tbe gallant Col. Davis said 
“ooen ranks and let tbe retreating men 
pars to tbe rear,” then amid the din of 
battle and roar of artillery bis Arm , 
voice was beard to ring out “Mississlp* 
plans stand firm,” and throwing them 
Into me form of a V, be gave tbe 
Mexicans a front, leftaid righieofllad- 
log Are and emptied all the front sad- 
dles, and ihenCapt.
